PROF. MORE’S ADDRESS. 
It is well to pause at times and look back- 
ward to see the history we have made in the 
past, and by it to forecast in some measure 
that which we are about to make; not, how- 
ever, to m ke ‘definite plans and expect to 
realize them. Life is made up of the unex- 
ted, and our futhre has about it some- 
ing of the uncertainty of a California 
rainy season, The educational prophet and 
4 weather prophet are alike swallowed up 
y the fluod of unlooked-for things, 


DA¥S GONE BY. 

Time was when the public schools were 
timple, Reading, a little arithmetic, a littie 
geography and grammar, formed the whole 
surriculum. But great possibilities are open 
to him who reads, and the multiplying 


needs of men call for a wider culture of 
brain, as well as fora more perfect handi- 


work. (The manual dexterities are separat- | 


ing, and we have blacksmiths and silver-

MANUAL INDUSTRIE | 

Do not understand me as being in «despair 
Over this matter. There is a good time com- 
ing, and I think that our eyes may almost 
see the beginning of it.

We are now at the worst of our estate. 
Already special schools have lifted from eur 
shoulders the professions; and we can 
easily see that in the not distant future 
technical schools will have. relieved us 
the sciences, one one, and of all the 
manual ludustries. 
for every department of wood working; 
every metal will have its special workshop. 
Cooking will have a school of its own, and 
no art is in greater need of one; and the 
study of all forms of life, injuri to the 
special forms which minister to our wants, 
will have a school for the training of spe- 
cial students, While the public school 
teacher will be limited to the development 
of mind and body up to the strength re- 

uired for the quick and intelligent master- 
ing of the special line of work which the 
student may choose 
BACKWARD STEPS. 

History easily shows us backward as well 
as forward steps in th past, even in the 
most progressive ages. We have made some 
such retrograde progress in Californi: public 
school matters. Therelegation in 1880 of all 
power to the several counties was such a 
step. Instead of one system, we have more 
than fifty systems, ach county fixes its 
own standard, holds its own examin tions, 
chooses its own text-books, and if cnurlishly 
disposed, makes it more difficult for a teacher 
to enter it from another county, than it is 
for a wild Chinaman to find entrance to the 
United States. A single dishonest clerk 
broke up the State system; but the Legisla- 
ture at the last session was actually obliged 
to make a law to prevent members of county 
boards from directly fitting applicants for 
certificates, to pass examinations on the 
questions which the same county boards 
were about to make out. Instead of doing 
away with dishonesty, we have multiplied 
its opportunities, A tendency to return tothe 
State system is quite strongiy marked, but a 
constitutional provision wuich stands in the 
way is a serious * 1 and the time may 
be long deferred. But it is surely coming. 
In fact at no distant day we way look for 
a uational system of education, and then iu 
no portion of this broad land will the 
masses of the people be masses of solid 
igporance, 

THE ORPHAN HIGH SCHOOL. 

Another step backward is the practical 
orphanage of high schools. They are not 
children of the State, but step-children; not 
provided for, but allowed to exist, subject 
to the capricious will of the localities in 
which they are placed. The need of these 
schools, and the good work done by them, 
has fortunately kept their number from 
diminishing in the past ten yéars, but they 
have not increased as they. would have 
done under more fortunate circumstances. 
The State takes just pride in ite university 
and lu its grammar aud primary schools; in 
the top of the broad rease of learning, 
and in the bottom of the same; but cuts 
away the intermediate steps, The grammar 
school course is but a sorry substitute for 
piecing the two ends together. It isn’t 
long enone. and the wood is weak aud 
splintery, instead of the solid oak. I be- 
lieve that with ec »mbined and vigerous 
effort on the part of the educators (and are 
we not all equally interested, whatever our 
being to the more

school system, and should lack down and 


take a lively interest in all the lower 
grades; as Quintilian, when he would train 
an orator, the highest type of intellectual 
manhood among the ans commences 
with the earliest primary jnstructiou; not 
that the schools should be subservient one 
to another, or under the supervision one of 
another. There are threé units, articulate; 
that is they may be joined at the ends, but 
not fused nor overlapped. The grammar 
schoo! should be perfect in itself, pot t pre- 
peresery department tor the high school. 
ine-tenths of its students will end their 
work there, and should do so. The high 
school should be complete in itselt. Nine- 
tenths of jts students will goout from its 
walls to tie work of the world, and prop- 
erly. It is a wrong for the high school to 
set up an ideal standard of titness for ad- 
mission, and compel the grammar to be- 
come a fitting school, and equally so for the 
university to compel the bigh school to 
swerve an iota from that course of study 
which will best fit the student for entering 
into active life without further preparation. 
PROGRESS IN COLLEGES. 

It is somewhat curious to note the enor- 
mous change that has taken place in the 
college, or university, as it is now more 
popular to call it, within a comparatively 
brief period. Forty-two 1 — ago Abbott 
Lawrence gave $100,000 to found a scientific 
department of Harvard. Until then the 
food of college students was Latin for 
breakf st, Greek for dinner, and a mixture 
of the two, with a spice of Hebrew, for su 
per. English studies were almost entirely 
neglected. Any learuing less than two 
thousand years old was looked upon with 
suspicion. Lawrence’s gift was an enter- 
ing wedge. Could the conservative faculty 
of Harvord have suspected the upheaval to 
follow they would have thrown it into the 
sea. Yale followed with her scientific de- 

artment; then Brown University and 

owdoin. Theleaven was working. But 
acience must be taught in English, and 
possibly this neglected modern language 
held other things worth ing. Literary 
courses were established, and mixed 
scientific and literary. And while grave 
professors were 1 and not always 
with sweetuess of temper, the vast superi- 
ority of their loved Greek and Latin, the 
American boys and giris had settled the 
question in a practical way. There is no 
logic like the logic of events. They had 
deserted the ancient classics, and swarmed 
into the classes engaged in modern and liv- 
ing work.

TEACH MORALS, NOT RELIGION.

honest, iudustrial, economical, mercifu 
men and women. And the next day we go 
into the schoolroom nd put our utmost 
energy into building the power of language, 
the power of numbers of form; and leave 
the moral virtues to come in as incidentals. 
These things ought not so to be; and earn- 
est, thoughtful teachers have long sought a 
way in which, while avoiding set lectures 
on morals, dull at all times to grown people 
as well as to children, should have a set 
purpose and a method in the imparting of 
moral Instruction and the building of 
character. 

We may not, as you know, 
definite religious iustruction.. The school 
law of Calfornia says: No publication of 
a sectarian or denominational character 
must be used or distributed in any school, 
or be made part of any schosl library; nor 
must any sectarian or denominational doc- 
trine be taught therein.” We must not 
teach sectarianism; and it seems that every 
religious principle has been seized aud a 
sect built upon it. One sect holds to im- 
mersion, another to predestination, a third 
to free will, a fourth to apostolic succession, 
a fifth to universal saly.tion, a sixth to 
miraculous healing—but time would fail, 
me to enumerate the halt of them. These 
sects have lost much of the bitterness of 
50 years ago, but are still sufficiently 
set in thelr ways to make it warm 
for the unlucky teacher who should 
impart religious instruction. in an 
manner varying from their religious belief. 
Only the universal may be taught. There 
is a God, in whose presence we stand, and

Further religious teach- 
ing than tnis is impossible in a public 
school, where every right of conscience 49 
respected. When the State adopts s-eburen, 
then will its catechism become a manual o 
religious instruction; but until that some- 
What distant day arrives, he who insists 
upon religious instruction demands the im- 
ssible, and thus becomes, not the friend, 
ut the enemy of the public schools. ‘ 
But we must teach morals; the State de- 
mands it, and formulates a law. in some 
what loose but emphatic language: It 
shall be the duty of all teachers to endeavor 
to impress upon the minds of all pupils the 
principles of morality, truth, justice and 
patriotism; to teach them to avoid idleness, 
profanity and falsehood, and to instruct ; 
them in the principles of a free government, 
and to train them up to a true comprehen: | 
sion of the rights, duties and dignity ot 
American citizenship.” Let us define the 
obvious meaning of our legislators in fram- 
ing this law: First~The moral includes 
the duty of man to his fellow man, to him- 
self first, to his neighbor next, then to the 
ane millions forming our country, and 
the law stops there, but we may add to the 
human race everywhere. It is, in the best 


sense of the word, of the earth earthly, 


The religious deals with our duty to God, 
to love, reverence and worship. Faith is its 
haudmaid, and it aves promise of the life 
— the grave. It is ot the heavens, heav- 


y 

While the moral and the religious are 
somewhat intimately connected, and a 
blended in-every perfect life; still their ele- 
ments are easily separable; and, according 
to that truest maxim of teaching, One 
thing at a time,” they should be taught: 
First—The moral, as a foundation on which 
all religious culture may be afterward 
built, then the religious. The State pro- 
vides for the former, but is obliged to leave 
the latter to the famliy, the sectarian school 
and the church. 

VIRTUES OF THE LYING INDIAN.

ands compels each individual to respect 
the rights of all others in the same band. 
You will observe that even when banded 
together for evil purposes, men are true to 
all others in the same company. Thieves 
and robbers are true to each other; the band 
can exist only while they are so. Take the 
wild Arab of the desert, whose hand is 
against every man outside the limits of his 
tribe, but within he is gentle and lov- 
ing, true and considerate. The American 
Indian is the most outrageous llar living, to 
all beyond hisown tribe, White men may 
live near them for years and never hear a 
word of truth spoken; but they do not lie 
toeach other. As men become civilized 
the band becomes larger and the sympa- 
thies are widened, and the moral virtues 
—truthfulness, respect for property, respect 
for person, industry, economy, mercy—are 
extended to wider and wider circles, until we 
may bope thatin some not very distant fu- 
ture time the whole, earth may be of one 
brotherhood, and man’s rights be every- 
where respected by bis fellow man. 

The moral code is essentially the same 
everywhere, whatever the religious code 
may Whether the people worship the 
true d or bow down to idols, the com- 
mands, “Thou shalt not kill,” ‘Thou shalt 
not steal,” “Thou shalt yot lie,“ “Thou 
shalt be industrious,” “Thou shalt be merci- 
ful to thy neighbor,” are in all written nd 
unwritten laws, of Christian and Jew, 
Mohammedan ond Zorvastrian, Brahman- 
ist aud Buddhist; for all men are under 
the same necessity of community dwelling.

Every teacher in his 
room has before him a community 
under the very best conditions for moral 
training. The vices of the world are here 
in little, as well as its virtues, The germs 
of every crime in the calendar are seen by 
the tencher in his daily round of duties; 
and every incentive tu truthfulness, indus- 
try and honesty that the world holds out to 
»fes-eltizens he presents to his little com 
munity. - needsto keep con- 
stantly the moral bearing of every act; to 
draw out from each mind and make perma- 
nent by habit its best impulses, and repress 
the worst, until each fife shal! form, 80 
far as. In it lies, to the golden rule, which 
sums in brief phrase the eutire round of 
moral duties, 

Wanted—a measure of the teacher’s suc- 
cess, Eminent teachers have always 
known that true education is power of 
udgment and thought and will. Plato

Now this thought is becoming real to the 
popular mind. Every educational maga- 
zine teems with it; and aithuugh the spe- 
cious results of ney work or cramming 
still hold many in thr Ildom, the beginning 
of the end of that vicious system is seen. 
ASK THE EARTH TO HELP YOU. 

If you would do a thing easily, get the 
planet to help you; so we, when the power- 
ful governments of the earth stand shoulder 
to shoulder to support and help on our 
work, must succeed. Prussia, crushed to 
earth by French valor, conceived the happy 
thonght of regaini her lost power by 
educating. Whenafull generation of her 
sons had been trained, she whipped Den- 
in xk in the Schleswig-Holsteln matter, 
Denmark educates. Austria is overthrown 
in six weeks in 18.6, She wakes up, rubs 
the gathering film from ber eyes and 
educates. France receives with immense 
astonishment her drubbing in 1870, and her 
zeal in education almost outruns prudence. 
The Russian bear rouses from his hiberna- 
tion and calls for schoolmasters. Sweden, 
Norway and Italy see their only chance for 
independence, and educate; and even Eng- 
land, s fe from. invasion, fears the joss of 
her manufacturing supremacy and educates 
her masses. 

The education thus undertaken with 
selfish intent has wide-reaching, beneficent 
resiulis, God overrules the selfish purposes 
of men. The nation that educates, what- 
ever the aim and purpose, trains for liberty 
in the interest of the whole race.

INDUSTRIAL TRAINING. 

James G. Kennedy, priucipal of the 
Cogswell High School, San Francisco, 
was then introduced, and spoke on 
„Industrial Education.“ 

“The important position which in- 
dustrial education has assumed is the 
reason for my being present,“ said he. 

He defined his subject as the science 
of teaching by doing, not by. theorizing. 

In America the technical school 
does not teach trades, nor pretend to. 
We base our work on the philosophy of 
human development, The child is the 
epitome of the human race, and as the 
latter bas been taught, so must be the 
former. In earliest history the pbysic- 
al activities were called into force to 
secure food. Then came the. mental 
faculties necessary to guide the physic- 
al. Then as humanity increased, 
morality was a growing force. So 
there came a system of agriculture. 
The * was greater than the de- 
mand, hence the science of commerces. 
Communication was necessary, first by 
signs, crude drawings, and then by 
words, and finally by language and 
literature. 

We draw from this that education 
— mental development — comes first 
from physical activities, and to secure 
— it must be through these chan- 
nels. 

The study of chemistry now applies, 
not alone to the laboratory, but to 

ractical articles of trade. Mechanics 
3 not a dry theory but a useful science, 

He explained the plan of the Cogs- 
well school. 

The girls draw from the natural 
leaves, then apply their drawing to an 
original desigu in clay or wood. 

The boys’ firgt lesson is on the use of 
the chisel, saw and plane. They are 
taught to make mortices, trusses, al- 
ways working from models which they 
draw to scale. 

He showed specimens of trusses, 
hoppers, columns and: other wood- 
work executed by boys from 12 to 16 
years of age. 1 

Whon this course is finished, at the 


— 


end of ond yéar, he passes to the iron- 
room, and after learning to hammer 
they take lessons on books, links, 

ns, stove-pokers, wrench, hammer, 
and more wrenches. 

hen this course is finished, they 
take up tool-making, and the next 
year go into the foundry-room. 

The advantages claimed for this sys- 
tem axe that it enables a boy to more 
readily choose a vocation. It relieves 
fhe school of the necessity of all dis- 
2 ahd it is in extreme harmony 
with the scientific law of development. 

Mr. Kennedy stated that his school 
did this work, and also followed the 
regular b school curriculum, and 
with less effort or fatigue than was pos- 
sible where this was omitted. 
And, farthermore, the best ‘scholar 
in literature or science became also the 
best scholar in the industrial- room. 

. THE SPELLING BOOK.
